B.  Items  of  Interest 

1.  0812  - On  August  12,  EPA  intends  to  propose  rescission  of  the  INEOS  Olefins  and  Polymers,  Inc. 
Chocolate  Bayou  Plant  (near  Galveston,  TX)  GHG  Permit,  at  the  request  of  the  company.  This  action  is 
being  taken  in  response  to  the  Supreme  Court  case  that  said  Step  2 sources  were  not  major  sources. 

The  outcome  of  that  ruling  allows  EPA  to  rescind  permits  like  the  permit  INEOS  has  currently.  The 
company  provided  adequate  information  that  it  does  not  have  the  potential  to  emit  above  the  major 
source  threshold.  The  proposed  permit  rescission  will  be  signed  by  the  Division  Director.  It  will  be 
published  in  the  local  paper  on  August  16,  2015,  for  notification  purposes.  This  action  is  not  open  for 
public  comment.  No  response  anticipated  from  stakeholders. 

2.  0812  - On  August  12,  EPA  will  propose  approval  of  the  revisions  to  the  City  of  Albuquerque  - 
Bernalillo  County  NNSR  permitting  program  for  monitoring  for  PM  2.5,  implementation  of  the  8 hour 
ozone  NAAQS,  inclusion  of  the  fugitive  emissions  rule,  record  keeping  and  other  requirements  to  their 
NSR  program. 

3.  0818  - On  August  18,  EPA  will  finalize  the  proposed  approval  of  two  revisions  to  the  New  Mexico  State 
Implementation  Plan  (SIP)  to  update  the  Albuquerque-Bemalillo  County  Prevention  of  Significant 
Deterioration  (PSD)  SIP  permitting  program  consistent  with  federal  requirements. 

4.  0820  - On  August  20,  pursuant  to  a consent  decree  deadline  (Deadline  is  August  30),  EPA  intends  to 
finalize  disapproval  of  the  1 997  8-hour  ozone  standard  for  the  Dallas-Fort  Worth  area.  DFW  air  quality 
has  significantly  improved  over  the  last  decade.  EPA  revised  the  8-hour  health-based  standard  for  ozone 
in  2008.  EPA  finalized  guidelines  for  the  revised  standard,  including  plans  to  revoke  the  1997  ozone 
standard  for  all  purposes  and  to  no  longer  reclassify  areas  under  the  old  standard.  Ten  years  ago,  the  8- 
hour  average  was  98  parts  per  billion  (ppb);  the  preliminary  value  for  2010-2014  is  81  ppb.  Since  the  Area 
is  currently  in  attainment  for  the  1997  standard,  this  final  action  also  establishes  anti-backsliding 
requirements  in  the  State  clean-air  plan. 

5.  0828  - On  August  28,  EPA  will  tour  the  Sunland  Park  Wastewater  System.  NADBANK  and  the  Camino 
Real  Regional  Utility  Authority  signed  an  $8M  grant  agreement  in  June  for  the  construction  of  a WWTP. 
The  State  of  NM  has  also  put  $3.7M  towards  the  construction  costs.  This  facility  will  help  put  water  back 
in  the  river  after  processing  wastewater  in  an  environmentally  safe  way. 

6.  0830  - On  August  30,  EPA  will  complete  a Five  Year  Review  for  the  Sol  Lynn  Superfund  Site  in 
Houston,  TX.
